Washington. March 16 —A statement 


which is belie\ed to u'flect correctly the 
sentiment of the Spanish cabinet in the 
pi esent emergency has 'been made by a 
gentleman intimately associated with 
Premiei Saffasta and Mr Moret, minis- 
ter of the colonies In the Spanish cabinet.

to any hall'-way measure whatsoever. 
On the one hand, complete submission 
is the only thing which will even be con- 
sidered, and on the other, complete In- 
dependence. We Americans are in no 
position to criticise the Cuban patriots. 
Let us suppose that in 1781, just before 
the campaign of Yorktown. and when, 
after years of bloody secrifices, we had 
reason to believe that our freedom was

benevolent outsiders to lay down their 
arms and accept a certain degree of self- 
government under the sceptre of tha 
king of England.

FLASHED IN THfe. HEAVENS 


line of lite Fined Auroral BI«pfay« 


Seen in :tlany ITvara 


One of the finest auroral displays seen 


n this vicinity for many years flicked and 
lowed in the northern heavens for au 
lour or more last evening. Great waves 
uf light swept in a grand arch fiom east 
to west, aad back again, varuted by long 
streamers ssretching co the zeuith, which 
snapped and almost glittered against the 
blackness of the sky. 
A greenish tinge 


was tbe predominating color, but many of 
the intense portions of the display had a 
cnmsoo hue 


The spectacle was over by 9 o'clock
